Escape plan 
prepares families 
to think fast, 
get out quickly 

Governor Steve Beshear 
has proclaimed Oct. 7-13 as 
“Fire Prevention Week” in 
Kentucky. The National Fire 
Protection Association spon¬ 
sors fire prevention week 
annually and this year the 
theme is “have 2 ways out.” 

“Kentucky families 
should take time together to 
map out a plan for escaping 
a home fire,” said William 
Swope, state fire marshal and 
director of the Division of 
Fire Prevention. “But don’t 
stop there. After you have 
mapped out two emergency 
exits, practice the plan with 
your family. This is the ulti¬ 
mate ‘great escape.’” 

Swope also emphasizes 
the importance of working 
smoke detectors in your home 
or apartment. “Smoke detec¬ 
tors - hard wired ones with 
a battery backup - should 
be installed on every floor 
of your home, including the 
basement, and in each sleep¬ 
ing area. It’s best to have 
“dual technology” detectors, 
ones that can detect both fast 
flaming and smoldering fires. 
Not all fires are the same. On 
a regular basis, check your 
smoke detectors to make sure 
they are working.” 

The best way to practice 
fire safety is to make sure a 
fire doesn’t break out in the 
first place. 

Swope says to be aware 
of potential hazards in your 
home. “Look around your 
house for potential prob¬ 
lems. For instance, are your 
electrical appliances in good 
condition? Are your outlets 
overloaded with too many 
items plugged in? Do you use 
too many extension cords? 
These are all things that can 
be fixed easily.”

Role reversal a labor of love for daughter 
caring for mother with Alzheimer’s

When Thelma Ulrich be¬ 
gan forgetting things and re¬ 
peating herself in 2004, they 
chalked it up to the stress of 
caring for her ailing husband 
Donnie. They made excuses 
until 2007 that there was ac¬ 
tually something more than 
stress wrong with their moth¬ 
er. Her daughter Penny be¬ 
lieves that her mother, Thel¬ 
ma, knew but just wouldn’t 
admit she was suffering with 
Alzheimer’s. 

And suffer she did. Men¬ 
tally she was in anguish. She 
would expect her children to 
find her mother and to take 
her “home”, when she was 
in the home she had lived in 
for years. At times she would 
call her daughter Penny 
10 times in an hour, not re¬ 
membering she had already 
called. She would also think 
she did not have any money 
and would look for her hus¬ 
band Donnie at night after he 
had passed. At the worst, she 
did not recognize her chil¬ 
dren. She would tell she had 
never married and never had 
any children. 

When she was well, she 
lived for her children, Penny 
Jackson and Ron Reese, and 
her three grandsons, five 
great-grandsons, and one 
great-granddaughter. At the 
end, she moved in with her 
daughter and each day was a 
trial. Penny never knew how 
her mother would behave or 
what she would say or do in 
public. At times she would 


be determined to go home 
and not stay at Penny’s. Pen¬ 
ny had days where she would 
actually lock her and her 
mother together in her moth¬ 
ers rooms to try to ease the 
stress and anxiety Thelma 
was feeling. Sometimes she 
just closed the door on her 
mother and sat in the next 
room and cried. Many days 
she would call the Alzheimer 
Association hotline so she 
would have the strength to 
go on dealing with a mother 
who did not recognize her and 
acted so out of character for 
the mother she loved dearly. 
The Alzheimer hotline is and 
was available 24 hours a day 
and the people on the other 
end of the phone were well 
trained to help Penny release 
the pressure she was under 
and help to get straightened 
up to go back and face her 


mothers changing life day by 
day. 

Penny’s brother was al¬ 
ways Thelma’s “golden boy”. 
Thelma always looked for¬ 
ward to seeing him for their 
“date” to Carota’s though. At 
times she thought he was her 
boyfriend and essentially he 
was. Because he came and 
took her out and gave both 
her and Penny a break from 
each other. When things got 
bad enough, Penny would 
call him and he would talk to 
her and convince her she was 
home with Penny and that if 
she would not stay with Pen¬ 
ny she would have to go the 
nursing home. Resignedly 
then, Thelma would call him 
a donkeys behind and stay 
right where she was, with the 
daughter who loved her. 

Caring for her mother 
was the hardest thing she 


ever did, but it was also the 
most rewarding. She had 
cared for her father before 
his death. But caring for her 
mother was harder because 
her father knew who every¬ 
one was and could carry on a 
conversation. 

Alzheimer’s for Thelma 
was especially heartbreak¬ 
ing because she had watched 
two sisters pass with it. Thel¬ 
ma never wanted anyone to 
think she was crazy after she 
did something in public she 
realized was wrong. Penny 
has learned dealing with her 
mother and from working at 
nursing homes that the fam¬ 
ily has to live wherever the 
Alzheimer patient is at the 
time to keep them from be¬ 
coming agitated. 

As far as words to fami¬ 
lies dealing with Alzheim¬ 
er’s, she says to remember 
it all starts with time. Take 
care of them at home if you 
can. But if you can’t, know 
that it is better to place them 
in an environment with pro¬ 
fessionals trained to handle 
them because they will be of 
no help to themselves or their 
loved one if they get worn 
out and sick themselves. 

In the end, she told her 
two visiting great-grand- 
kids she loved them but she 
wanted them to leave the 
room and turn off the lights. 
She passed away peacefully 
about 30 minutes later at the 
age of 82 on May 16, 2011 at 
Penny’s home.

DOUBTING THOMAS 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

Don’t believe your doubts. Believe Gods Word. 

Said our Lord: “ Whither I go ye know, and the way ye 
know” (John 14:4). 

Said Thomas: “We know NOT whither Thou goest, and 
how can we know the way? ” (Verse 5). 

Who was right? Of course our Lord was right. He 
knows us better than we know ourselves. But Thomas, 
believing his doubts rather than his Lord, found himself 
not merely questioning, but contradicting Christ Himself. 

The trouble was that Thomas was thinking on a lower 
level than was our Lord. Thomas was thinking only in 
terms of locality and method, while our Lord had persons 
in mind. All through these pre-crucifixion chapters of John, 
our Lord appears to be occupied with thoughts about His 
Father, He had not been talking about going to heaven , but 
of going to the Father (13;1; 14:12). Nor had He referred 
to moral conduct or theological dogma when He said, “the 
way ye know Rather He had referred to Himself, who 
alone could gain for Thomas an entrance to the Father. 
“No man cometh unto the Father ,” He said, “but by Me ” 
(14:6). 

So our Lord was right. Thomas did know whither 
Christ was going: “to the Father .” And he did know Christ , 
the way. Had Thomas, rather than our Lord, been right, 
Thomas would have been a lost soul but, only a few hours 
later, in our Lord’s hallowed prayer to His Father, He was 
to say: “This is life eternal, that they might know Thee, 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom Thou has sent” 
(John 17:3). 

We must be careful about criticizing Thomas too 
severely, for while he was apt to look on the dark side of 
things he was also ready to give his life for his Lord. Of 
all the apostles, it was he alone who said, when the Lord 
proposed to go to Judaea shortly before His crucifixion, 
“Let us also go, that we may die with Him ” (John 11:16). 

At our Lord’s resurrection, however, we again find 
Thomas believing his doubts, in fact, defending them, as 
he says: “Except I shall... put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into His side, I will not believe ” 
(John 20:25). But when, “after eight days,” he was invited 
to do just that — as he stood in the very presence of Him 
who is “the resurrection and the life ”, he repented the folly 
of his unbelief and exclaimed, “My Lord and my God! ” 
(Verse 28). 

Lesson: Don’t believe your doubts. Believe what God 
says.

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New license plate encourages 
Kentuckians to 

‘Support Kentucky’s Libraries’ 


A new Kentucky license 
plate gives drivers the oppor¬ 
tunity to show their support 
for libraries. Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Libraries and Ar¬ 
chives Commissioner Wayne 
Onkst recently presented the 
“Support Kentucky’s Librar¬ 
ies” license plate to Gov. 
Steve Beshear and First Lady 
Jane Beshear. 

“Kentucky’s public li¬ 
braries welcomed more than 
20 million visitors last year 
who checked out more than 
30 million books and other 
items,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“It’s clear that Kentuckians 
love their public libraries, 
and now they have another 
way to show their support.” 

The new plate is avail¬ 
able at any county clerk’s 
office with a $44 application 
fee. The annual fee on the 
plate thereafter is $31. At the 
time of issuance, an optional 
$10 can be paid to fiind li¬ 
brary science scholarships. 
Those who signed the initial 
petition to create the license 
plate and paid the $25 appli¬ 
cation fee will be receive a 
$25 credit when the plate is 
purchased. 

“Public libraries not only 
make reading possible and 
more accessible to Kentuck¬ 
ians, they offer computer 
access and a place in our 
communities for continued 
education and job training 



courses,” said Mrs. Beshear. 
“People truly value the posi¬ 
tive impact public libraries 
have in our communities and 
this license plate is a perfect 
way for them to display their 
support.” 

The Kentucky Library 
Association (KLA) worked 
with the Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet to make 
the license plate available. 
Citizens from across the 
Commonwealth signed the 
application petition, which 
requires a minimum of 900 
signatures to create a new 
plate. 

“In this difficult econom¬ 
ic climate, public libraries 
fill a critical need in the com¬ 
munity,” said KLA Library 
Awareness Committee Chair 
and Logan County Public 
Library director Linda Kom- 
panik, who spearheaded the 
effort to bring such a license 
plate to Kentucky. “For years, 
we’ve had library users who 
expressed interest in a way 
to show their support for li¬ 
braries of all kinds - public, 
academic and special librar¬ 
ies. This new license plate is 
a great way to do just that.”

CHILD OBESITY-RELATED 
BLINDNESS RISK 


Overweight and obese children 
(and older Caucasian girls, in 
particular) are at increased risk 
for a brain condition that can 
cause blindness. An analysis of 
data involving 900,000 children 
aged 2 to 19 years shows a 
16-times risk of idiopathic 
intracranial hypertension 

(IIH) among extremely obese 
children. This condition, which 
causes symptoms of headache, 
blurred vision, nausea, and eye 
movement abnormalities, can 
lead to blindness in up to ten 
percent of patients, especially if 
IIH is not diagnosed and treated 
promptly. The risk of IIH is six 
times higher in moderately obese 
children and 3.5 times higher in 
overweight children. Eighty - 
five percent of the children with 
the condition were girls aged 
11 to 19, and nearly half were 
Caucasian.

What Should You 
Know About 
Breast Cancer? 

Breast cancer is a seri¬ 
ous concern for women. In 
fact, breast cancer is the most 
common cancer found in 
women in the United States, 
excluding skin cancer. 

However, women have 
effective weapons against 
this disease. Early detection 
efforts such as mammogra¬ 
phy and clinical breast exams 
can help women potentially 
save their own lives. Breast 
cancer is 98 percent curable 
when detected and treated in 
the early stages. 

Mammography is the 
most important means of ear¬ 
ly detection because the sim¬ 
ple, low-dose breast X-rays 
can detect lumps as small as 
pinheads long before physi¬ 
cal symptoms can be seen or 
felt. 

Based on current knowl¬ 
edge, the American Cancer 
Society makes the following 
recommendations: 

• Yearly mammograms 
are recommended starting at 
age 40 and continuing for as 
long as a woman is in good 
health. 

• Clinical breast exami¬ 
nation by a health profes¬ 
sional should be part of a pe¬ 
riodic wellness exam, about 
every three years for women 
in their 20s and 30s, and ev¬ 
ery year for women 40 and 
older. 

• Women should know 
how their breasts normally 
feel and report any breast 
change promptly to their 
health care provider. Breast 
self-examination is an option 
for women starting in their 
20s. 

• Women at increased 
risk (e.g., family history, 
genetic tendency, past breast 
cancer) should talk with their 
doctors about the benefits 
and limitations of starting 
mammography screening 
earlier, having additional 
tests (i.e., breast ultrasound 
and MRI), or having more 
frequent exams. 

The American Cancer 
Society offers numerous 
support programs for women 
with breast cancer, breast 
cancer survivors and those 
with questions about breast 
cancer.

Campaign signs to 
be removed from 
state right of way 

Signs block motorists ' 
vision, pose hazards for 
drivers and workers 

Campaign and other 
temporary advertising sig¬ 
nage illegally placed on state 
highway rights of way will 
be removed to maintain safe¬ 
ty. According to Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet of¬ 
ficials, signs show up along 
state highways in greater 
numbers in the month prior 
to an election. 

Rob Hans, chief district 
engineer for KYTC District 
6 said, “This time of year 
especially, we see a lot of 
signs placed along state right 
of way. Political signs and 
other advertising signs can 
block the view of drivers at 
intersections as they watch 
for oncoming traffic.” 

Kentucky law and 
Transportation Cabinet poli¬ 
cy prohibit the placement of 
political or other advertising 
signs on state rights of way, 
including signs attached to 
utility poles or fences within 
the area. Homeowners who 
maintain their lawn to the 
pavement edge should also 
keep yard signs behind the 
right of way line. 

Enforcement of the sign 
prohibition can be difficult 
because right of way bound¬ 
aries can vary by highway 
and location. All signage 
should be behind sidewalks. 
In areas without sidewalks, 
all signs should be behind 
the ditch line and outside 
areas commonly mowed 
or maintained by high¬ 
way crews. Often, utility

poles will mark the edge of 
highway rights of way. On 
four-lane highways with 
controlled access or lim¬ 
ited access, no signs should 
be placed on the highway 
side of the fence line or the 
fence. 

Illegally placed signs 
picked up by highway 
crews will be moved to the 
state highway garage in 
each county and kept for 
five working days. Owners 
may claim them by showing 
identification and complet¬ 
ing a claim form. Unclaimed 
signs will be discarded.

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Kentucky drivers entering 
peak season for deer collisions 


If asked to identify the 
most dangerous animal in the 
United States, most people, 
depending on where they live, 
would likely point first to a 
bear, mountain lion, alligator 
or even a shark. While those 
all seem like logical choices, 
statistics from the Insurance 
Information Institute reveal 
that the deadliest animal 
roaming the countryside is 
actually the white-tailed deer. 

According to the Insur¬ 
ance Information Institute’s 
estimates, each year across 
the nation white-tailed deer 
are responsible for tens of 
thousands of injuries and the 
deaths of approximately 150 
Americans simply by caus¬ 
ing car accidents. Those col¬ 
lisions also carry the hefty 
price tag of $4.6 billion an¬ 
nually in insurance claims. 
Nationally, Kentucky is con¬ 
sidered a “medium risk” state 
for the likelihood of drivers 
colliding with deer, ranking 
22nd overall last year in colli¬ 
sion frequency. Data from the 
Kentucky State Police (KSP), 
however, shows that these 
collisions have defined sea¬ 
sonal peaks. More than 47% 
of all collisions with deer in 
Kentucky take place during 
the months of October, No¬ 
vember and December. 

Analysis by the High¬ 
way Loss Data Institute re¬ 
veals that an average of 14.1 
animal collisions per 1,000 
drivers occurs nationally each 
November. Kentucky Farm 
Bureau (KFB) Insurance 
claims data shows that driv¬ 
ers statewide nearly doubled 
the national average in No¬ 
vember of 2011, hitting deer 
on roadways at a clip of 28.05 
per 1,000 drivers. As a result 
of those collisions, KFB In¬ 
surance customers filed more 
than $4.2 million in claims 
during November alone. 

For the entire year of 
2011, KSP data reports Ken¬ 


tuckians were in a total of 
2,976 automobile collisions 
with deer, resulting in 146 
injuries and three deaths. Ap¬ 
proximately $19.6 million in 
KFB Insurance deer collision 
claims were filed in 2011, but 
nearly 45% of those claims 
resulted from accidents oc¬ 
curring in the three-month 
peak season of October, No¬ 
vember and December. 

“Looking at numbers his¬ 
torically we can easily predict 
deer collision claims are go¬ 
ing to rise dramatically in the 
fall and peak in November,” 
said Bill Reddington, KFB’s 
Director of Actuarial Ser¬ 
vices, “but we are also care¬ 
ful to remember that these 
are not just numbers. These 
are real people experiencing 
real accidents. We hope that 
by calling attention to this an¬ 
nual spike in deer strikes we 
can increase driver awareness 
and help prevent tragedy on 
Kentucky’s roads.” 

Why are deer seen and 
struck on the roadways more 
often during this time of year? 
These three months are also 
the peak season when deer 
are breeding, and the animals 
are less inclined to shy away 
from busy highways and 
speeding automobiles if other 
deer are nearby. 

As October is now here, 
Kentucky’s drivers are en¬ 
tering the peak three-month 
season for deer collisions. 
Motorists need to be aware 
of this hazard and recognize 
that they are twice as likely as 
usual to hit a deer on the road 
in the months of October and 
December. In November that 
probability climbs higher still 
as drivers in most Kentucky 
counties are three times as 
likely to collide with a deer on 
the road. Furthermore, there 
are 30 counties where drivers 
become four to seven times 
as likely to hit a deer during 
November’s peak season. 


With the anticipated jump 
in activity from deer found 
on the roadways, motorists 
should drive slower and be 
aware of their surroundings 
even more than usual. Deer 
are most likely to be seen at 
dusk and dawn near tree-lined 
roadways or areas that transi¬ 
tions from open fields to for¬ 
est or water, but drivers must 
remember that deer are wild 
animals and often exhibit un¬ 
predictable behaviors when 
on or near road. 

KFB advises motorists 
to drive defensively on the 
roadways this fall, especially 
when headed into wooded ar¬ 
eas where deer are prevalent. 

Tips to help drivers avoid 
deer collisions: 

Watch for deer crossing 
signs. These signs are posted 
to warn drivers that certain 
stretches of the road are com¬ 
monly populated with deer. 
Do not ignore the warning. 

Be aware of the time. 
Deer are most commonly seen 
along roadways in the early 
morning and evening hours. 
Exercise additional caution if 
traveling during these times 
of day. 

When driving after dark, 
use high-beam headlights to 
increase the range of vision. 

If a deer is spotted on or 
near the road, slow down im¬ 
mediately. 

Don’t swerve if a deer is 
in the road. Brake firmly but 
keep the vehicle headed in a 
straight line. A swerving ve¬ 
hicle can confuse the animal 
and prevent it from picking a 
direction to flee, and, worse 
yet, the driver could lose con¬ 
trol and hit a tree or another 
car. 

Always wear a seatbelt. 
The Kentucky State Police 
says that most people injured 
or killed in automobile colli¬ 
sions with deer are not wear¬ 
ing seat belts.

“The proceeds from 
the sale of this plate support 
conservation education ef¬ 
forts in Kentucky, mainly the 
summer conservation camps 
at Camp John Currie on Ken¬ 
tucky Lake, Camp Earl Wal¬ 
lace on Lake Cumberland 
and Camp Robert C. Webb 
on Grayson Lake.” 

Hayes caught the 11- 
pound, 15-ounce world re¬ 
cord smallmouth bass while 
trolling a Bomber crankbait 
near the location of the new 
boat ramp at Dale Hollow 
State Resort Park on the 
morning of July 9, 1955. 
The center of the new license 
plate is a reproduction of re¬ 
nowned wildlife artist Rick 
Hill’s painting of the world 
record smallmouth. 

The plate costs $25. 
Preorders are now being ac¬ 
cepted. “You get a $25 credit 
and will receive a postcard 
in March of 2013 to pick up 
your plate,” Miles said. “Ear¬ 
ly signups will be taken until 
Oct. 20. Our goal is to sell 
900 plates by then.” 

This special plate re¬ 
places a normal license plate. 
“They will have the correct 
sticker for your birth month 
on the plate when you pick it 
up,” Miles explained. “It will 
be the same when you go to 
renew your tags.”
